The number of people who believe the 


city of Fresno should either enter a 
higher class or adopt o charter is in- 
creasing. There hae teen considerable 
talk on this subject the past few weeks 
and BO far BB I have been able to obaervn 
the charter proposition is considered 
with much more favor than the other 
one. It will be remembered that one of 
the constitutional amendments voted on 
at the last general election provided for 
tho extension of tbo privilege o! adopt- 
inn a charter to cities having a popula- 
tion o! more than 3500. This was one of 
the amendments that carried, and ia now 
law. As a large number of people are 
interested in tbia matter I will give the 
amendment, which shows the manner of 
procedure for the adoption cf a charter. 
It ia known ag agnate constitutional 
emendmeud No. 14, and ia aa lollowa: 


"Any city containing a population of 


mote than 3500 inhabitants may frame a 
charter for Its government, consistent 
with and subject to the constitution and 
laws of this state, by causing a board of 
fifteen freeholders, wboabali have been 
for at least five years qualified electors 
thereof, to be elected by the qualified 
voters of said city at any general or 
special election, whoso duty it shell be, 
within ninety days after euch election, to 
prepare and propoao a charter for auch 
city, which shall be Bipoed, in duplicate, 
by the u-embero >>f such board, or a ma- 
jority of them, end returned, ono copy 
to the mayor thereof, or other chief ex- 
ecutive officer of said.city, and the other 
to the recorder of the county. 
Such 


proposed charter shall then bo published 
in two daily newspapers of general cir- 
culation in such city, lor nt least twenty 
days, and the first publication shall he 
made within twenty days after the com- 
pletion of tho charter; provided, that iu 
cities containing not more than 10,CC3 
hilmbi'anta auch proposed charter shall 
be published in ono finch dnily news- 
papar; and within not leaa that thirty 
days after such publication it shall be 
mibmitted to the qualified electors of said 
city nt a general or special election, and 
if a majority of auch qualified electors 
voting thereat shall ratify tho same, it 
shall thereafter bo submitted to tj-e lojr- 
islaturo for its approval or rejection as a 
whole, without power of alteration or 
amendment." * * *

It 
has coat the taxpayers some money to 
loam tho defects of our present munici- 
pal ayetem, nnd a change for the bettor 
would no doubt bo welcome. Tbey havo 
it in their power to make such a change, 
will they take advantage of it? 


Other serious defects could aleo be cor- 


rected with a chatter, euch aa making it 
impassible to convert tLe police force 
and fira department into political tna- 
chinos. eoparatinK »a much as possible 
the legislative and 'executive powers of 
the city, etc. A mayor with the veto 
power would be a wholesome chock to 
the municipal legislature. I have not 
looked closely into the law governing 
cities of the fourth claw, tho claes im- 
mediately above oure, and into which 
Fresno ia by reason of its population en- 
titled to enter; bnt it ia in some reapocte

Bcuadom's Aspersious Upon Foli 


lunu iJolmstou ami Others De- 


nied and Disproved. 


Thfl following story from the San Fran1 


cisco Report, is wild uud weird, but un- 
fortunately for its value, it is false in all 
its important details: 


"For three weeks I have been on the 


verge of insanity while I searched the 
etato (or my recreant wife. Tonight 1 
found her and kissed her and now she ie 
gone again." 


The man broke down and cried pite- 


ously as he told his atory to Police Offi- 
cer McCarthy in a room at the King 
house, Fourth and Howard, Tuesday 
night. 


Ue was L. A. Benadom, a wealthy 


Nebraska stock raiser who, with his 
young wife, had come to California lor 
the winter. 


He was half demented over his wife's 


desertion, bnt between his sobs he 
epoke of her in endearing terms, and 
pleaded with the officer to find her again. 


Following is the romantic atory he 


told of his domestic life: 


"It WBB five years ago that I first met 


my wife. She vas a beautiful young 
woman about 19 yeais of age, but was 
shabbily dressed and WBB on the streets 
ol Beatrice, Neb., soliciting aid for her 
patents, who were sick and destitute. 
Her story of their privations excited my 
compassion and I paid their grocery bill, 
amounting to over $303, nnd expended 
$200 more in purchasing the Eoceesaiies 
of lilefot them

I made many ac- 
quaintances there and with eomool them 
planned B banting expedition into tbe 
mountains.

"When I returned ramore reached me 


of the misconduct of my wifo. I had per- 
fect confidence in her,, however, and paid 
no attention to them, but finally accusa- 
tions came in such a way that I knew 
Bomelhing wae wrong. 


"I went to my wife and told hor what 


I had hoard, when she broke into, tears 
and confessed all. She said she had be- 
come infatuated with a handsome young 
man named Homer Buntn. She b&i 
been out nights with him in an intoxi 
cated condition and ho had placed her ii 
a Oisreputabic house, But t>be declarer 
ehe had left the place to oorno hack t 
me. 


"She pleaded, so tearfully that ebo 


never intended to do wrong and eu ean 
rstly promised to reform that I forica;_ 
her, Bat 1 coatd no longer live there 
with that disgrace hanging over me, 
we went to Hunford, Tulore county 
wbeie t> y uncle. Judge Abbott, resides 


"My wife and I lived happily for i 


time, sod 3, who had fervent!}* prayot 
night and day for her reformation, fool 
iehly boliovtd that my prayer had been 
answered. Her conduct seemed BO ex 
emplary and her repentance apparently 
so genuine that I did not hesitate to 
leave her alone again while I went off on 
another hunting expedition. 


"When 1 returned a few days later ] 


found that Banta had vieited Hanford, 
and had fled with my wife during my 
absence. She not only deserted me most 
cruelly, but robbed me of $785 which 1 
had left with her.

"When I reached this place I found 


that they had fled and I WHB again a de- 
aertud husband. Ae soon as we left the 
house they commenced packing Bp their 
clothinR, and fifteen minutes before I re- 
turned, slid their trunks down the Btaira, 
placed them on an express wagon and, 
getting on the seat, rode away. 
"I din convinced that I wae duped by 


th»t man Johnston, and if I find him I 
wilt tell him that ho is a 
liar.

There, I swore, and I hope God will for- 


"pe me for it! 
"You have no idea of the tortnre 1 


1mve endured during the past three 
weeks. I have not slept a wink, and 
could hardly forcolmyaelt *.to eat enough 
to sustain life. I have lost twenty-three 
pounds and my hair has turned gray in 
that time." 


Mr. Ben adorn afterward went to the 


t'jrand hotel, where he and Johnston had 
been stopping, bnt Johnston could not be 
' 
\. He openly accuees the officer of 
ip accepted a bribe from Bants. 


Hep adorn is a man about 35 years of 


age. 'He is only abaut o feet 0 inches 
tall and very slender. He 'ma light hair 
and mustache, blue eye3; a florid com*, 
plexion, and has permitted hia board to 
urow while he has being searching for 
his wife. 


Mrs. Benadom is described by those 


who carjRht H fleeting glimpse ot hor as a 
magnificent figure, well set off ID stylish 
attire. 


The half crnzad husband has, almost' 


given her np RS lost, but there is little 
dou*.t that he would receive her with 
open arms if he should find her again. 
He is now without a clew as to her 
vhereabotits. 


The Facts of the Case. 


B?nadom's story is falsa in all eeaen- 


glaooeati'Homwt "I-ain't sorry at ill, 
and I ain't going to live with yon any 
more." 8h»fc8ktd Johnitou wbtthor he 
had a warrant for her airat, and he laid 
be had not, aod that be was atttiog la a 
private capacity. Whereupon tb» lady 
flatly refund togohomewith th« barber 


Bantft remarked: "It you fellows will 


go and Bee a lawyer, «ud 11 the lawyer 
says that tliis ia a pnuiteuttary offemo I 
will quit the woman, but If ft isn't * fel- 
ony 1 will etay with her." 


When B uadomand Johnston got out- 


side, BQuadom 
proposed that they 


should get Borne lawyer's name off a 
sign and sign the name to a statement 
to the effect that linnta was committing 
o felony. "Johnston indignantly r^fnsuii 
to be coucomcd in u foryery and wout to 
supper, and that was the last he had to 
do with tue case. 


IB to desperation, 


and for two days I tvnndarod about tbo 
placa in a demented condition.

im to continue hia relations with her. 
o'.tbis Bauta assented, and knowing it 


was a criminal o [fun BO I BO informed 


im. He and Johnston wf re not so sure 


Hal purlicniare. He ia not wealthy, he 
was not a rattle raiser, and he is not the 
husband of tho woman. 


According to his own story told to the 


police and others he picked up the 
woman in Nebraska, where she was an 
outcast, and lived with hor aa her para- 
mour for five years. They came here 
during fair time last September and the 
woman, who is kcown HS Flo Fodter, be- 
came an inmate of a disreputable house 
in Chinatown. Her putative husband, 
the wealthy Blockraieer, went to work i. 
a Portuguese barber shop ou Front 
street and frequently vieited his wife 
in her Chinatown mansion. 


Young Banta met her in the Opera 


restaurant on J street about that time 
and, ho being good looking and of re- 
Uned manners, tho woman became in- 
fatuated with him. He ia only 21 yeara 
old and she is about 30, and ehe sue* 
cnedod by the arts known to women of 
her clr\ea in inducing him to go away 
with her. 


Banta had $400 with him at the time 


they left and this money was not stolen, 
as stated by the jilted barber, but was 
the proceeds of the Bale of his interest 
in the cigar store to his partner, Jnko 
Bloomingdale. 


The young man formerly belonged to 


-ho Fresno fire department and when 
:ho Meade houee took Ore on Marlposa 
street four yeara ago he was overcome 
by the heat and rttfelred injaries from 
which he has not yet recovered. His 
mind became afloctod and his parent 
ent him east for sir months to recu per 
ate. 


The woman had taken with hor a dia- 


uond ring and some money belonging to 
Benadom and he swore to a complaint
